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LOBBY TESTIMONY 


Says Inference Is Plot but 
' Doubt Aroused by Letters 
| to His Attorney. 


By the Associated Press, 
‘WASHINGTON, Dec. Lo 
Whether President Hoover lent the 
co-operation of his high office to 
Cuban interests opposed to an in- 
creased sugar tariff brought on a 
week-end dispute between the Na~- 
tional Republican Congressional 


Committee and the publicity bureau | 


of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee. 

Representative Wood of Indiana, 
es chairman of the former, 
stanchly defended the Chief Ex- 
ecutive, while Representative Gare 
ner of Texas, Democratic leader of 


the House took the view that a 
statement from Mr. Hoover was 
necessary. . 

The controversy grew out of the 
testimony of H. C. Lakin, president 
of the Cuba company before the 
Senate Lobby Investigating Com- 
mittee. He said he had employed 
Edwin P. Shattuck, a New York 
attorney, to assist him in the cam- 
paign against e high sugar duty be- 
cause Shattuck was a friend of 
President Hoover. Other  testi- 
mony was to the effect that Mr. 
Hoover directed his Secretary, Wal- 
ter Newton, to bring about a con- 
tact between the Cuban interests 
and the House Ways and Means 
Committee, then drafting the tariff 
bill 

Wood said that even supposing it 
were true that Mr. Hoover had dis- 
cussed the sugar tariff with men 
opposing an ‘increased duty, ‘he 
could see nothing reprehensible in 
that faghii i) oi 

Garner reviewed, the testimony 
laid before the Lobby Committee 
both orally and in correspondence 
and asserted that, since there is no 
way of bringing the President be- 
fore the committee, the latter is 
“Handicapped in getting at the 
facts." ‘ 

Wood's Statement. 

The statenient of Wood said: 

“Hiding behind the name of Rep- 
resentative Garner of Texas, the 
Democratic National Committee is- 
sues a statement to the press which 
by inuendo and implication im- 
pugns the motives of the President 
of the United States. The tactics 
are characteristic of that national 
organisation but not of Represen- 
tative Garner, and the House 
Democratic leader does poor honor 
to himself and his office by per- 
mitting the use of his name in such 
@ manner. 

“The whole statement in the first 
place is predicate? upon hearsay 
evidence, twice removed, and au- 
thoritatively denied by one of the 
alleged participants in one of the 
alleged conversations that the 
President discussed the subject of 
the Ouban sugar tariff with a 
caller. This alleged action of the 
President is characterized by the 
Democratic National Committee. 
over Representative Garner's name, 
as conniving with the Cuban sugar 
lobby to affect tariff legislation. 
This is going rather far afield to 
find subject matter for a political 
attack upon the nation’s Chief Ex- 
ecutive. 

Neither Plot Nor QConnivance. 

“However, suppose the President 
did talk to American citizens call- 
ing upon the subject of a tariff 
on Cuban sugar. For him to give 
audience to. men of persorial re- 
pute, who are also representatives 
®f industry or commerce, does not 
constitute a plot nor ie a conversa. 
tion Between the two a conniv- 
ance, 

“But even if the President said 
he would like an embargo, or no 
Guty at ell, it would ‘not gonsti- 
tute a crime. And while on Cuban 
Sugar I may suggest that Mr. Gar- 
mer and the so-called Cuban 
lobby are In apparent accord. Both 
Dave expressed a desire for «4 
lower duty on sugag and both have’ 
given consideration to the so-called 
sliding scale. In fact, Mr. Garner 
Was one of the proponents of the 
much discussed sliding scale. 

Met Beet Sugar Men. 

“However, as the news columns 
. Of the dally press abundantly prove, 
the President also received arid 
talked to representatives of the 
beet sugar industry, just as he has 
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received and talked with hundreds 
of representatives of all kinds of 
industry, commerce and business 
and ptblic welfare since his incum- 
bency in the White House. Every 
visitor is a matter of public record 
and newspaper columns show that 
his list of visitors has not been con- 
fined to those who believe as he 
belieyes, nor to those who are 
members of his party, nor to any 
one section of the United States, 
nor to any particular kind of activ- 
ities. It has been a cosmopolitan 
list, such as might wel] be expect- 
ed of the nation’s chief executive. 
The, President does and must hold 
the door of the White House open 
to every variety of thought and 
opinion; the only limit is the physi- 
cal time available. 
“Surely there is nothing ‘repre- 
hensible’ in the action of the Pres- 
ident of the United States in dis- 
cussing ptfblic questions with indi- 
vidual callers. It is vital for public 
welfare that Khe should do éo. — 
Fatfling’ of Visitors. 
“Undoubtédly, some‘of his callers 
have sought to convey the impres- 
sion by public statement and in pri- 
vate correspondence that the Pres- 
ident was partisan to their view- 
point, and expressed himself to 
them accordingly. As e¢veryone 
familar with public life - well 
knows, this is a failing of a limited 
number of visitors who see the 
Presidént. No chief executive has 
ever Occupied the White House 
who has not been the victim of 
such representations. The Presi- 
dent has no gefense against ‘these 
unfortunate incidents except he 
close the door to all comers and 
become a political recluse. Obvi- 
ously, public welfare would be 
greatly injured by his doing 60, 
Most assuredly he doe not degire 
to do it, nor do the people of the 
United States want him to do it. 
“On the other hand, no individ- 
ual organization enjoying the 
slightest familiarity with official 
procedure and possessing the most 
meager desire for fairness, holds 
the President of the United States 
accountable for what some third 
party says someone told him the 
President said to someone else; 
Representative Garner is not 50 un- 
tutored in official manners as to be 
ignorant of this facts Wven the 
Democratic National Committee, 
amateurish thoigh some. of its ac- 
tions are, is not so wunsophisti- 
cated.” / 
Garner’s Statement. 
Garner's statement said: 
“There ig no process by which a 
senatorial investigating committee 
can call the President of thé 
United States before it for testi- 
mony. Consequently, the Lobby 
Investigating Committee ts handi- 
capped in getting at the facts in 
the Lakin-Shattuck enterprise in 
which according to the correspond- 
ence ameng the members of the 
Cuban sugar lobby and President 
Machado of Cuba, President Hoo- 
ver took a conspicuous part. 
“We have, for example, a copy 
of a iong rt made by Presi+ 
dent Lakin of the Cuba’ company 
to President Machado, in which 
among other things it was stated 
that ‘Senator Smoot was pot will- 
ing to co-operate,’ This report ajso 
says of Shattuck, ‘He had been itn 
constant touch with the White 
House end Senator Smoot.’ 
“Other documents present the 
President of the United States as 
directly advising the lobbYiste how 
to proceed. vem 
“In face of these communica. 
tions, Mr. Shattuck denied befote 
the committee that he ever talked 
about sugar with the President, 
But the Lakin report’to Mathado 
contains this language: ‘If Shat- 
tuck and I can sutceed in keeping 
public Opinion aroused, the admia- 
istration may, Biong toward the 
end of the debate in the, Senate, 


' 
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derstood him to approve of Cuban 
criticism.’ tee 

“Of equal, if not greater signifi- 
cance, is the statement in the cor- 
respondence that Waiter Newton. 
the President’s secretary, had -been 
directed to place the Cuban sugar 
people in touch with members of 
the Ways and Means Conimittee of 
the House of Representatives. Mr. 
Newton, it will be recalled, al- 
though he had been appointed to 
the White House secretaryship. re- 
tained his seat as a Representative 
from Minnesota nuotil the Ways and 
Means Committee had drafted the 
tariff bill. Obviously, nobody but 
the President of the United States 
could direct Secretary Newton to 
do anything. 

“There have been no dentals of 
these statements. The inference 
has been that they indicate a cort- 
spiracy to convey to the President 
of Cuba that the w+mzugar lobbyists 
had the direct influence of the 
President of the United States at 
their. command and that he was 
actively. putting the machinery of 
the White House at their disposal. 
This inference is necessary, for ho 
oody, regardless of political affilia 
tions, would wish to think the 
President of this country capable 
of being used for such a purpose as 
Messrs. Lakin and Shattuck were 
engaged in. However, failing ang 
authoritative repudietion of the 
sugar crewd’s claim of influence, 
unfortunately many people may not 
take the charitable view of the epi. 
sode, 

“Some of his friends have stated 
that it would be derogatory to the 
dignity of the office of President 
for Mr. Hoover to take any notice 
of the Lakin-Shattuck-Machado 
correspondence. 

“There ‘s certainly less peril to 
the dignity of that great office in 
the lasuance of a, deciaration that 
would reassure country than 
there is in letting go uncontradict- 
ed the word of the President of a 
big industrial corporation and of 
Mr, Hoover's personal attorney to 
the President of another country 
that the chief executive’ of the 
United States waz pulling the cheat- 
nuts out of the fire for a crew of 
lobbyists. 

“There can be no doubt - that 
Lakin thought Shattuck had estab- 
lished cortact with the White 
House as revealed in the former's 
letter to the latter in which these 
words are used: ‘You saw the 
President yesterday. Lakin must 
have been advised that Shattuck 
had seen or would see the Presi- 
dent or he could not have assumed 
as much. 

“If Lakin’s assumption that 
Shattuck did see the President was 
without foundation, Mr. - Hoover 
could dispel ali doubt by declaring 
whether or not he had the inter- 
view with Shattuck which Lakin's 
reference clearly indicated he did

GERMANS DEFEAT PROPOSAL | 
TO REPUDIATE YOUNG PLAN 


‘Little Interest Shown i 


Occupied Area—6,200,000 Ballots Out 
of 40,000,000 Cast. 


in Election i in Former: 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Dec. 23. — German 
Nationalist parties realizefi today 
they had suffered a crushing de- 
feat. Tabulation of yesterday's 
referendum on the bill “against en- 
slavement of the German people” 
showed only a bare one-fourth of 
the votes necessary to give it ef- 
fect. 

The Nationalist bill would have 
rejected the Young reparations 
plan. Returns indicated 6,293,109 
votes were cast of which 5,825,082 
favored the bill. Since the elector- 
ate is composed of 41,000,000 or 
more voters, nearly 21,000,000 
votes were needed to pass the 
measure over the Reischtag’s veto 
last month. 

The number in support yesterday 
was somewhat greater than the 
number which signed the petitions 
asking for the referendum in the 
event the bill was voted down in 
the Reischstag. Increases were 
largely in the Berlin, Magdeburg, 
Breslau, Leipzig and Dresden dis- 
tricts. 

Voting yesterday passed the fact 
that but 13.5 per cent of the elect- 
orate voted indicating the genera! 
apathy to the poll. 

One disturbance was reported. 
In Northern Berlin two men held 
officiais at. one booth at the point 
of guns and took away the elec- 
tion lists. Provisions of the de- 
feated measures were: 

Denial of the “war guilt lie;” 
mandate to the Government to 


secure annulment of the clauses 
in the treaty of Versailles fixing 
guilt for the war on Germany; no 
further financial burdens based on 
assumption of German war guilt; 
this included the Paris reparations 
payments; Government officiais 
signing documents contrary to sec- 
tion three rendered liable to prose- 
cution for high treason; effective- 
hess as a iaw from moment of 
proclamation. 

The bill was defeated by a big 
majority in the Reichstag. and 
under the terms of German law 
governing plebiscites was then re- 
ferred to the German people in a 
national referendum poll. 

Nowhere did the Nationalists 
suffer a worse defeat than in the 
Rhineland where the voters virtu- 
ally disregarded the entire affair. 
At Wiesbaden 5559 voted yes out 
of an electorate of 19,232, in the 
district of Coblenz and Treves 39,- 
715 out of 792.095, in the districts 
of Cologne and Aix-La-Chapelile 
34,161 out of 1,482,769, in the 
Duesseldorf district about 100,000 
out of nearly 3,000,000, and in the 
Palatinate 32,481 out of 606,104. 

Opponents of the measure said 
today these figures showed clearly 
that the inhabitants of the former 
occupied areas had no use what- 
ever for the Nationalists’ ideas of 
what Germany's future policy ought 
to be. 

In Berlin just 10 per cent of the 
electorate voted yes while in Carin- 
thia the percentage averaged 25. 
In Pomerania 33 »er cent voted yes 
and in Mecklenberg 25 per cent.

NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—Arthur 
M. Hyde, Secretary of Agriculture,

“The over-expansion of agricul- 
ture,”’ the article says, “is an im- 
pértant.contributing cause of agri- 
cultural distress.

Millions of acres now are 
being farmed from which there 
can be no hope of a profit, yet 
they assist in the creation of a 
surplus problem. To diminish this 
problem, one recuirement is the 
increased use of ecunomic informa- 
tion by individual farmers. Much 
can be done by planning farm op- 
erations in the light of market 
prospects.”

Prof. Frank Blair Hanson ‘Definitely Sets Up 
Hypothesis That All Mutations Are 
Caused by Natural Radiation.’ 


on this week by Frank Blair 

Hanson, professor of zoology 
in Washington University, have 
brought scientists near to the cause 
of all evolution. 

Since 1927 he and a few other 
biologists have been artificially 
producing evolutionary changes of 
species in the laboratory. The re- 
cent work conducted by him and 
a California geneticist was the 
first toward directly identifying 
the cause of such changes in na- 
ture. 


This “most spectacular work in 
biology for years’’ crossed the trail 
of Roentgen; of Millikan and his 
cosmic rays, and of the latest de- 
velopments in cancer research. 
Quite as indispensable as the ex- 
alted lore of physics was the com- 
mon drosophila, or fruit fly. a tiny 
pest which thus has beceme «a 
benefactor of the human race. ‘The 
drosophila, not to be confused with 
the destructive Mediterranean fruit 
fly,. feeds on fermenting garbage. 
and sometimes, because of ita=post- 
Volstead habits, is called the beer- 
fly. 

In 1910 a biologist found a dro- 
sophila with white eyes. Since 
then millions have passed across 
the stage of the binocular micro- 
scope, and millions more are cod- 
died in laboratories like biue-rib- 
bon stock, carefully tended in even 
temperatures and fed on their fa- 
vorite delicacy. fermenting banana 
juice.

Most 
mutations, as Prof. Hanson ex- 
plained, are anything but im prove- | 
ments, and these mutant species 
are. killed off in the struggle for 
existence. Occasionally, however, 
one is especially suited to environ- 
ment, and the species carrying this 
mutation, as “the fittest,” will sur- 
vive. 


Little more than that was 
learned in 17 years’ work with the 
fruit flies. Some 400 natural mu- 
tationg were found, but no artifi- 
cial means was discovered to pro- 
duce them. Heat and cold, serums, 
sound waves of extreme high pitch. 
ultra-violet light—all were tried 
with no effect. 

Then, in 1927, Prof. H. J. Mul- 
ler of the University, of Texas tried 
X-rays in large doses. Ima few 
months he produced more muta- 
tions than other scientists had ob- 
servéd in all the years they had 
studied the drosophila. He speeded 
up the process of evolution 15,000 
per cent. 

Prof. Hanson, who worked with 
him the following summer, de- 
scribed the process as “bombard- 
ing the genes ~with electrons.” 
Heredity, as he telis his first-year 
classes, depends upon the cells of 
freproduction, In the nuclei of 
these “germ célis” are chromo- 
somes like tiny’ threads. In the 
chromosomes are genes like beads 
of molecular smaliness strung en 
those threads. Each gene carries 
one or several hereditary charac- 
tera. 

The hypothesis ig that an elec- 
tron fired in the barrage of X-rays 
strikes one of the genes.

Sunday Hunting in Lincoln County. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
READ an editorial headed ‘“Unre- 


pealed Blue Laws” in which you crit- 
icised the officers of Lincoln County for 
enforcing the law against hunting on 
Sunday. 

I am the Prosecuting Attorney of this 
county and gave the Sheriff instructions 
to arrest any person found hunting in 
this county on Sunday. We have a good 
Sheriff who tries to do his duty under 
our laws. 

I believe if you understood the reason 
for enforcing this law you would not 
have published this editorial. The law is 
part of our statutes and should be en- 
forced regardless of any special reason, 
but I will give you the facts and special 
reasons for the order to enforce same. 

The people in the country do their 
labor six days in the week and usually 
attend church services on Sunday. The 
churches are located throughout the 
county convenient for the people. 

Most of our farmers object to hunting 
on their land at any time, and especial- 
ly on Sunday. They also object to killing 
quail on their lands. 

On Saturday afternoon and Sunday the 
hunters from the city swarm to the 
country, with gun and dogs, to kill what 
wild game they ean find. They usually 
de not get permission from the land 
owner te hunt on his land, and they do 
net consider the services held in the 
country churches. 

During the month of November I had 
complaints from many of our citizens 
who claimed the foreign hunters made 
so much noise by shooting near the 
churches that it disturbed the services. 

T also had many complaints from our 
farmers who claimed the foreign hunt- 
ers would refuse to get off of their lands 
when requested to do so. In some cases 
the hunter would abuse the farmer, in 
violent language, aniad® imform him he 
would hunt when and where he pleased. 
In one case the farmer was actually as- 
saulted by the hunters. 

It was on account ef such actions on 
the part of the hunters that the special 
order was given to stop Sunday hunting. 

I am wondering what the officers of 
your city would do if the people from 
the country would come to your city on 
Sunday and disturb the religious services 
by loud and unusual noises, and would 
refuse to get off of private property 
when requested to do so by the owner? 
I am also wondering what you would 
say, editorially, if your officers would 
refuse to take notice of such law vio- 
lation? 

I appreciate the fact that there are 
many hunters from the cities who would 
not do the things above mentioned. but 
it is on account of the hunters who do 
sueh things that it is right and neces- 
sary to enforce this law.

It \was impossible, in their 
view, for a single government te operate effectively 
and safely over so vast a country, and te prevent 
such an attempt the states must have the means of 
defending themselves in a Senate where they were 
represented in their political capacity. 

When one looks back only as far as 1913 and ob 
serves the rapid strides of Federal power, its con- 
stant absorption of jurisdiction over state and local 
concerns, with a corresponding less of dignity and 
autonomy to the states, the need of some expedient 
to check this process becomes only too apparent. 
Whether the destruction of the Federa) features in 
senatorial representation and complete democratiza- 
tion of Congress since 1913 have been the chief cause 
of accelerating the centralization of power in Wash- 
ington or not, they have coincided with the mest 
alarming transformation in the Federal Government 
witnessed in any other 16 years of its history. 

In 1913 the-ordinary citizen was scarcely aware 
that the Federal Government was functioning, so 
rarely did it touch him in any of his activities; today 
it has its hand in every man's pocket, its apies track 
his footsteps day and night, its visitorial and in- 
quisitorial laws are enforced with a ruthlessness and 
an energy that has filled to overflowing every prison 
in the land, while its courts have become the trib- 
unals and its attorneys the defenders of all violence 
its agents wish to inflict upon the eitizen. 

If restoring the selection of United States Senators 


centralized tyranny and revitalize the states as the 
exclusive guardians of domestic concerns, it should 
be done. We are afraid, however, that in a time 
when the country is so rich as it is, and se swayed by 
wealth, that to change the system would only he to 
sénd a procession of Smiths and Vares to the Senate.

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SUNDAY TRESPASSERS. 

We reprint on this page a letter from Joseph R. 
Palmer, Prosecuting Attorney of Lincoln County, 
regarding the behavior of Sunday hunters, in answer 
to an editorial criticising the old bine laws against 
hunting on Sunday. We sympathize entirely with his 
objection to those who hunt on private land without 
permission. As it happens, however, there is a law 
covering this inexcusable act, making it unnecessary 
to invoke the old blue law. Section 5662 of the 
Missouri statutes provides that 


every person who shall he found hunting, with 
gun or dog, upon the inclosed, improved or eculti- 
vated lands of another . . . without the consent 
of the owner . .. shall, on complaint of auch 
owner ...and upon conviction therefor, be fined 
not exceeding $10. 
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THE CALVIN COOLIDGE OF FRANCE. 

Emile Loubet, former President of France who 
has died, was his country’s Calvin Coolidge. Like 
Cal, he came from rural stock, atudied law, climbed 
tediously up the political ladder, was very simple 
in his tastes and gave France a “safe and sane” 
administration. It may well be that his campaign 
slogan in far-off 1899 was “Keep Cool With Loubet.” 
The color and gayety of Elysee Palace had ne charm 
for him. Instead, he rather resented the fate which 
thrust him inte a presidential chair and thwarted 
bis desire to be a farmer, For him the katydids 
made sweeter music than the cooing of the grande 
dames of France, and he preferred the quiet of the 
French countryside to the raucous bawling of the 
Chamber of Deputies, 

In the end he got his wish. His last days were 
spent sitting serenely at the stove in the village 
store of Montelimar, smoking a pipe and chatting 
with the peasants, And undoubtedly tne test yarn 
the nonagenarian reeled off to the gaping clodhop- 
pers was how, many years ago, he pardoned the 
persecuted Capt, Dreyfus. That was the bright par- 
ticular gem in Loubet’s crown.

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GEOGRAPHIC SPELLING REFORM. 

The “simplified spelling” advocates began work- 
ing on us back in 1906, but today one rarely sees the 
words tho and thoro in print. Now the National Geo- 
graphic Society is tilting at a similar windmill, ‘and 
begins the fight with a handsome map of Europe 
bearing place names in 46 languages, it urges rec

few simple changes, such as Moskva for Moscow. 
Praha for Prague, Warszawa for Warsaw, or even 
blunt, ugly Wien for mellifluous Vienna. Instead. it 
launches several hundred jfawbreakers at an inno 
cent public, which will rebel when told that Albania 
isn’t Albania at all, but Shqipepie, that Egypt is a 
mere alias for the fascinating land of Misr, that Bul- 
garia should be pronounced Bigarija. And headline 
writers never, never will threw over The Hague for

Evidently the drys are getting nervous about the 
commiasion’s yeport. They are afraid it will not fit 
their preconceived notion of what the report ought 
to be. The commission does not suit them anyhow, 
because every member is not a shouting supporter of 
the Anti-Saloon League. In their view no commis- 
sion can make a fair and honest report unless the 
members are unable to see or hear anything that in- 
dicates a flaw in the prohibition laws and their en- 
forcement. 

The findings of the commission would be value 
leas, if it were subservient to either side of the pro- 
hibition question. Its plain duty is to get all the 
facts possible and hew to the line of truth. That is 
what the public wants and the Government needs.

Every decent citizen resents the use of tle 
President's name in the voluminous correspondence 
of the sugar lobby, but the high-tempered suggestion 
of Representative Garner of Texas that Mr. Hoover 
deny or affirm the charge of conniving with the 
sugar crowd, to effect tariff legislation, will, we 
believe, leave most of us cold.

This year, with Christmas in the 
middie of the week, there is g lit- 
tle better chance of dividing’ up 
preparations more evenly. A great 
part of the modern Christmas d1n- 
ner can be started a few days be- 
forehand. 

This year if roast goose is the 
main course serve brussels eprouts 
with chestnuts as a@ green vege- 
table; a plain salad to lighten up 
the mea! and prepare for dessert; 
and the traditional plum pudding 
with hard and liquid sauce (for 
that dessert. A fruit cup pre- 
cedes the goose. This is desirable 
as an appetizer because the gouse 
is often a bit rich, and the re- 
freshing flavor of ea cool fruit cup 
paves the way for a better appre- 
ciation of meat. Dietetically. 
is considerable of an aid to di- 
gestion. 

Goose and turkey are reasona- 
ble in price for this time of the 
year. 

A goose weighing about eight 
pounds ts a good size; heavier that 
that, they are apt to be very fat 
and coarse in texture. 

Goose should, of course, be 
freshly killed. Have it drawn and 
before cooking, rub it inside and 
out witb luke warm salt and wa- 
ter. If the goose is greasy it is 
often advisable to scrub the skin 
with 'a small amount of pure svap 
and then rinse thoroughly. Be 
sure all pin feathers are removed. 

Stuff with a regular poultry 
Gressing or with a mashed potato 
stuffing and cook in a moderate 
oven, allowing a half hour for each 
pound. Cut red apples crosswise 
in half inch slices. Do not peel 


goose or in a separate baking pan 
for about 26 minutes or until 
tender. Ih serving put the goose 
on a hot platter and surround with 
the apple rings. 

The stuffitig for the goose may 
be made’the Gay béfore it is to be 
used; the sprouts can be cleaned 
and the chestnuts parboiled and 
peeled. The fruit mixture for the 
fruit cup may be prepared and 
lefi in the icebox to thoroughly 
chill amd ripen. Whit® ° grapes. 
tangerines, grapefruit and pineap- 
ple make a good combination. The 

ttuce and the celery should both 

¢ washed and put to crisp the day 
before. The pudding is, of course, 
already made. The jeliied fruit 
salad served for supper may also 
bd. prepared the day before.
